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T was in Purſuance of an Advice 
given by Bp. Taylor, in his Rules 
for Holy Living and Dying, that about 4 
fifteen Years ago, I began to take a more 
exact Account than I had done before, of 
the manner wherein I ſpent my Time, 
writing down how I had employed every 
Hour. This I continued to do, wher- 
ever I was, till the Time of my leaving 
England. The Variety of Scenes which 
I then paſt thro', induced me to tranſcribe 
from time to time, the more material Parts 
of my Diary, adding here and there ſuch 
little Reflections as occurr'd to my Mind. 
Of this Journal thus occaſionally compil- 
ed, the following is a ſhort Extract: It 
not being my Deſign to relate all thoſe 
Particulars, which I wrote for my own 
Uſe only; and which would anſwer no 
valuable End to others, however i imp 
tant they were to me. 
2. Indeed J had no Deſign or Deſire to 
trouble the World with any of my litte 
Affairs: As can't but appear to every im | 
nie Mind, from my having been fo 1 
long as one that beareth not, notwithſtand- | 
ing the loud and frequent Calls I have had, 1 
to anfiver for n Neither ſhou'd I |

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have done it now, had not Captain II 
lams's Affidavit, 1 as ſoon as he 
had left England, laid an Obligation upon 
me, to do what in me lies, in Obedience 
to that Command of -Gop, Let nt the - 
God which is in you be evil-ſpoken of. 
With this View I do at length give an 
Anſwer to every Man that aſketh me a 
Reaſon of the Hope wwhich is in me, that in 
all theſe Things I have a Conſcience void 
of Offence, towards Gop and towards Man. 
3. I have prefixt hereto a Letter wrote 
ſeveral Years fince, containing a plain Ac- 
count, of the Riſe of that little Society in 
Oxford, which has been ſo variouſly re- 
preſented. Part of this was publiſh'd in 
1733; but without my Conſent or Know- 
ledge. It now ſtands as it was wrote; 
without any Addition, Diminution, or 
Amendment: It being my only Concern 
herein, nakedly to declare the thing as it is. 
4. Perhaps my Employments of ano- 
ther kind may not allow me, to give any 
farther Anſwer, to them who /ay all man- 
ner of Evil of me falſely, and feem to think 
that they do God Service. Suffice it, that 
both they and I ſhall ſhortly give an Ac- 
unt, to him that is ready to judge the

HE Occaſion of my giving you this 

Trouble is of a very extraordinary 
Nature. On Sunday laſt I was informed (as 
no Doubt you will be e er long) that my

| Tlineſs, and haſtned his Death. Now tho”,

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I do not remember that we met with any 
Perſon who anſwer' d. any of theſe Queſtions 
in the Negatiye, or who even doubted, 
whether it were not lawful to apply to this 
Uſe that Time and Money, which we ſhould 
elſe have ſpent in other Diverſions: But ſe- 
veral we met with who increas'd our little 
Stock of Money for the Priſoners and the 
Poor, by ſubſcribing ſomething quarterly to 
it; ſo that the more Perſons we propos d our 
Defigns to, the more were we confirm d 
in the Belief of their Innocency, and the 
more determin'd to purſue them in Spight of 
the Ridicule, which increas'd faſt upon us 
e the Winter. However, in Spring I 
thought it could not be improper to Jefre | 
farther Inſtructions from thoſe, who were 
wiſer and better than ourſelves ; and accord- 
ingly (on May 18, 1731) I wrote a particy-

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After having inform'd him of all the Bran- 
ches of our Deſign as clearly and fimply as 1 
could, I next acquainted him with the Suc- 
ceſs it had met with in the following Words. 
“ Almoſt as ſoon as we had made our 
firſt Attempts this Way, ſome of the Men 

of Wit in Chrift-Charch enter d the Lift 
| againſt us, and between Mirth and Anger 
made a pretty many Reflections upon h 
Sacramentarians, as they were pleasd to 
call us. Soon after their Allies at Merton 
chang'd our Title, and did us the Honour 
of ſtiling us the Holy Club. But moſt of 

them being Perſons of well-known Cha- 
racters, they had not the good Fortune 
to gain any Proſelites from the Sacrament, 
till a Gentleman, eminent for Learning, and 
well eſteemed for Piety, joining them, told 
his Nephew, That if he dard to go to the 
Weekly Communion any longer, he would 
immediately turn him out of Doors. That 
| Argument indeed had no Succeſs; the young 
| Gentleman communicated next Week ; up- 
on which his Uncle having again tried to 
convince him that he was in the wrong 1 8 
by ſhaking him by the Throat to no Purpoſe, 
chang'd his Method, and by Mildneſs pre- 
vail'd upon him to abſent from it the Sun- 
day following, as he has done five Sundays 
in fix ever ſince.“ This much delighted our 
8 Gay * 
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© Gay Opponents, who increas d their Num- 

bers apace, eſpecially when ſhortly after one 
of the Seniors of the College having been 
with the Do&or, upon his Return from him, 
ſent for two young Gentlemen ſeverally, 
who had communicated Weekly for ſome 
time; and was ſo ſucceſsful in his Exhorta- 
tions, that for the future they promis d to do 
it, only three Times a Year. About this 
Time there was a Meeting (as one who was 
preſent at it inform'd your Son) of ſeveral of 
the Officers and Seniors of the College, 
wherein it was conſulted what would be the 
ſpeedieſt Way to ſtop the Progreſs of Enthu- 
fraſm in it. The Reſult we know not, on- 
ly it was ſoon publickly reported, that 
Dr. and the Cenſors were going to 
blow up the Godly Club. This was now our 
common Title, though we were ſometimes 
dignified with that of be Enthu/afts, or the 
Reforming Club.” 5

A pretty while after the Date your's came 
to my Hand. I wav'd my Anſwer till I had 
an Opportunity of conſulting your Father.

As to my 
own Senſe of the Matter, L confeſs, I can- 
not but heartily approve that ſerious and re- 
ligious Turn of Mind that prompts you and 
your Aſſociates to thoſe pious and chatitable 
Offices; and can have no Notion of that 
Man's Religion or Concern for the Honour 
of the Univerſity, that oppoſes you as far as 
Your Deſign reſpects the Colleges. I ſhould 
be loth to ſend a Son of mine to any Semi- 
nary, where his converſing with virtuous 
young Men, whole profeſt Deſign of meet- 
ing together at proper Times, was to aſſiſt 
each other in forming good Reſolutions, and 
encouraging one another to execute them 
with Conſtancy and Steadineſs, was incon- 
ſiſtent with any receiv d Maxims or Rules of 
Life among the Members. As to the other 
Branch of your Deſign, as the Town is di- 
vided into Pariſhes, each of which has its 
proper Incumbent, and as there is probably 
an Eccleſiaſtic, who has the ſpiritual Charge 
of the Priſoners, Prudence may direct you 
to conſult them: For tho' I dare not ſay you

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Your Son was now at Holt; however, we 
continued to meet at our uſual Times, tho 


our little Affairs went on but heavily with 


out him. But at our Return from Lincoln- 
ſpire, in September laſt, we had the Pleaſure 


bo ſeeing him again; when, tho' he could 


not be ſo active with us as formerly, yet we 
were exceeding glad to ſpend what Time we 
could in talking and reading with him. It 
was a little before this Time my Brother and 
I were at London, when going into a Book- 
ſeller's Shop (Mr. Rivington's in St. Paul's 
 Church-Yard) after ſome other Converſation 
he ask'd us whether we liv'd in Town ; and 
upon our anſwering, © No; at Oxford.

We now began to be a little Regular. Our Common

All I could fay to 
any one, was Yes, or No. Many times I could not fay 
That, nor underſtand the plaineſt Thing that was ſaid to 
me. 'My Friends and Acquaintance looked upon me as 
dead, came no more to me, nor ſpoke about me. 
«© When I grew better, I began teaching ſome poor 
Children. Others joining with me, we taught more 
and more, till there were above Thirty Teachers and a- 
bove Two Hundred Scholars. I had now Invitations to 
other Univerſities. But I could not accept of any; De- 
ſiring only, if it were the Will of God, to be little and 
unknown. I had ſpent ſome Years thus, when Profeſſor 
Breithaupt of Halle died: Being then preſt to remove 
thither, I believed it was the Call of Gov, and went.

In an 
Hour or two we came to Cypre/5-Swamp, which lay di- 


- rely acroſs our way: There was not Time to walk back 


to Savannah before Night; ſo we walk'd thro' it, the 
Water being about Breait-high. By that Time we had 
gone a Mile beyond it, we were out of all Path ; and it 
being now paſt Sun-ſet, 'we ſat down, intending to make 
a Fire, and to ſtay there *till Morning ; but finding our 
Tinder wet, we were at a Stand; I advis'd to walk on 
{ill ; but my Companions being faint and weary, were 
for lying down, which we accordingly did about Six 
o Clock: The Ground was as wet as our Cloaths, which 
(it being a ſharp Froſt) were ſoon froze together; how- 
ever, I ſlept till Six in the Morning. There fell a 
heavy Dew in the Night, which cover'd us over as white 
as Snow. Within an Hour after Sun-riſe, we came to a 
Plantation, and in the Evening, without any Hurt, to

Tueſday 28. We ſet out by Land with a better Guide 
for Frederica. On Wedneſday Evening we came to 
 Fort-Argyle, on the Back of the River Ogeechy. The 
next Afternoon we croſt Cooanoochy River in a ſmall Ca- 
noo, our Horſes ſwimming by the Side of it.

After having beaten the Air in this unhappy Place for 
twenty Days, on Fanuary 26, I took my final Leave of 
Frederica. It was not any Apprehenſion of my own 
Danger (tho' my Life had been threatned many Times) 
but an utter Deſpair of doing Good there ; which made 
me content with the Thought of ſeeing it no more. 

In my Paſſage home, having procured a celebrated 
Book, the Works of Nicola, De I ſet myſelf 
carefully to read and conſider it. I began with a Preju- 
dice in his Favour ; having been inform'd, he had often 
been miſunderftood, and greatly miſrepreſented. TI. 
weigh'd the Sentiments that were leſs common ; tran- 
ſcribed the Paſſages wherein they were contained; com- 
pared one Paſſage with another, and endeavour'd to form 
a cool, impartial Judgment : And my cool Judgment-is, 
That if all the other Doctrines of Devils which have 
been committed to Writing, ſince Letters were in the 
World, were collected together in one Volume, it would 
fall ſhort of this: And, That ſhould a Prince form him- 
ſelf by this Book, ſo calmly recommending Hypocriſy, 
Treachery, Lying, Robbery, Oppreſſion, Adultery, 
Whoredom and Murder of all Kinds; Domitian or Nero 
would be an Angel of Light, compared to that Man.

"Tis a ſmall, ſquare, Wooden Fort, Muſket-Proof. Ten 
Freeholders were ſettled near it ; but eight of them are 
gone, and the Land they had cleared lying waſte, will in

20 The Southermoſt Settlement in Georgia, is Fort 
St. Andrews, It ſands fifty Miles South of Frederica, 
on the South-Weſt Side of Cumberland Iſland, upon a 
high Neck of Land, which commands the River both 
Ways.

better or worſe than they are. | 

"22. Of the Georgian Indians in general it may be ob- 
ſerved, That they are not ſo properly Nations, ' as Tribes 
or Clans, -who have wandered thither at different Times ; 
ps expell'd their Native Countries by ſtronger 
Tribes; but how or when they cannot tell, being none of 
cha able to give any rational Account 'of themſelves. 
They are inured to Hardſhip of all Kinds, and ſur- 
prilingly patient of Pain. But as they have no Letters, 
Jo they have no Religion, no Laws, no civil Govern- 
ment. ' Nor have they any =, or Princes, properly 
2 ſpeaking ; ; their Meeko's or Head-men, having no Power 
either to command or puniſh, no Man obeying them 
any farther. than he pleaſes. So that every one doth 
what is right in his own Eyes; and if it appears wrong 
to his Neighbour, the Perſon aggrieved uſually ſteals on 
the other unawares, and ſhoots him, ſcalps him, or cuts 
off his Ears: Having only two ſhort Rules of Proceed- 
ing, To do what he will, and what he can. 
23. They are likewiſe all, except (perhaps) the 28 
2aws, Gluttons, Drunkards, Thieves, Pictmblem, 
Liars. They are Implacable, Unmereiful; Murderers of 
Fathers, Murderers of Mothers, Murderers of their own 
Children: It being a common Thing for a Son to ſhoot 
his Father or Mother, becauſe they are old and paſt La- 
bour ;. and for a Woman either to procure Abortion, or 
to throw her Child into the next River, becauſe ſhe will 
with her Huſband to the, War. Indeed Huſbands, 
Kio ſpeaking, they have none; for any Man leaves his

224. The Choctacos only have ſome Appearance of an 
intire Nation, poſſeſſing a large Extent of Land, eight 


or nine hundred Miles Weſt of Savannah, and many 


well inhabited Towns. They are ſaid to have ſix thou- 
ſand fighting Men, united under one Head. At preſent 
they are in EE with the French, who have ſent ſome, 
Prieſts among them; by whom {if one may credit the 
Choctaw Traders) ten or twelve have been baprized... .... 
25. Next to theſe, to the North-Eaſt, are the CHica- 
ſaws, Their Country is flat, full of Meadows, Springs 
and Rivers. In their Fields, tho' ſix or ſeven hundred 
Miles from the Sea, are found Sea-Shells in great Num- 


bers. They have about nine hundred fighting Men, 


ten Towns, and one Meeks (at leaſt) in every one. They 
are eminently Gluttons, eating, drinking, and ſmoaking 
all Day, and almoſt all Night. They are extreme indo- 
lent and lazy, except in War; then they are the. moſt 


indefatigable, and the moſt valiant of all the Indians :. 


But they are equally cruel with the reſt, torturing. and. 


burning all their Priſoners, whether Indian or E 2 . 
26. Eaſt of them, in the Latitude of 35 and 36, a- 


bout three or four hundred Miles from Savannah, lie the 
Cherikees. Their Country is very mountainous, fruitful, 
and pleaſant. They have fifty- two Towns, and above 
three thouſand fighting Men. In each Town are three 
or more Head-men, who keep up a ſort of Shadow of 
Government, having Power to ſet the reſt to work, and 
to puniſh ſuch as will not join in the common Labour. 


ey are civil to Strangers, and will, do any thing for 


them, for Pay; being alwayy willing, for a ſmall Piece 

of Money, to carry a Meſſage for 50 or 60 Miles, and, 
if required, a heavy Burthen too: But they are equally. 
Gul to Prifoners with, the C fager, tho' not equally, 
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valiant. They are ſeldom intemperate in Drinking, but 
when they can be ſo on Free-Coſt. Otherwiſe, Love of 
Drink yields to Covetouſneſs ; a Vice ſcarce to be found 
in any Indian but a Cherikee. 

27. The Uchees have only one ſmall Town left (near 
200 Miles from Savannah} and about forty fighting 
Men. The Creeks have been many Times on the Point 
of cutting them off. They are indeed hated by moſt, 
and deſpis d by all the other Nations, as well for their 
Cowardice, as their Superlative Diligence in Thieving, 
and for Out-lying all the Indians upon the Continent. 

28. The Creel- Indians are about 400 Miles from Sa- 
vannab. They are ſaid to be bounded to the Weſt by 
the Choctaws, to the North by the Chicaſaws, to the 
Eaſt by the Cherikees, and to the South by the Alatama- 
Bub Giver. They have many Towns, a plain, well⸗ 
water'd Country, and fifteen hundred fighting Men. 
They have often three or four Meeko's in a Town; but 
without ſo much as the Shadow of Authority, only to 
give Advice, which every one is at Liberty to take or 
leave. But Age and Reputation for Valour and Wiſdom, 
have given C/icali, a Meeko of the Coweta-Town, a 
more than ordinary Influence over the Nation; tho* not 
even the Show of Regal Power. Yet neither Age, Wiſ- 
dom nor Reputation can reſtrain him from Drunkenneſs. 
Indeed All the Creets, having been moſt converſant with 
White Men, are moſt infected with Inſatiate Love of 
Drunkenneſs, as well as other European Vices, They 
are more exquiſite Diſſemblers than the reſt of 4 
Countrymen. They know not what Friendſhip or Gra- 
titude means. They ſhew no Inclination to learn any 
thing; but leaſt of all, Chriſtianity : Being full as opini- 
ated of their own Plitts und Wiſdom, as either Modern 
Chineſe, or Antient Roman. 

Saturd. Dec. 3. We came to Purryſburg early i in the 
Morning, and endeayour'd to procure a Guide for Port- 
| Royal. But none being to be had, we ſet out without 

one, an pm before Sunriſe, After walking 3 
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three Hours, we met with an old Man, who led us into | 


a ſmall Path, near which was a Line of þ/azed Trees, 
(i. e. mark'd by cutting off Part of the Bark) by follow- 


ing which, he ſaid, we might eaſily come to Port. Raya 
in five or ſix Hours. 1 „ 
We were ſour in all; one of whom intended to go for 


England with me; the other two to ſettle in Carolina. 
About eleven, we came into a large Swamp, where we 
wander'd about till near TWO. We then found another 


Blaxe, and purſued it, till it divided into two; one of 


theſe we followed thro' an almoſt impaſſable Thicket, a 
Mile beyond which it ended. We made thro the Thicket 
again, and traced the other Blaxe, till that ended too. 
It now grew toward Sun-ſet, ſo we ſat down, faint and 


weary, having had no Food all Day, except a Ginger- 


bread Cake, which I had taken in my Pocket. A third 
of this we had divided among us at Noon; another third 
we took now ; the reſt we rel 
we had met with no Water all the Day. Thruſting a Stick 
Into the Ground, and finding the End of it moiſt, two 
of our Company fell a digging with their Hands, and at 
about three Feet depth, found Water. We thank'd 
| Gov, drank, and were refreſhed. The Night was 
ſharp ; however, there was no complaining among us; 
but after having commended ourſelves to Gop, we lay 


down cloſe together, and (I at leaſt) ſlept till near Six
